human suffering and for the cure of 
diseases that were onco regarded as 
lutal that is fairly startling to the mind 
of the layman. The "spirit of Pasteur," 
never more' alive than now, is working 
wonders.iu many institutes scattered all 
over tho world. The unscientific. mind 
is filled with wonder as it contemplates 
the achievements of .Pasteur aud his 
followers in less than two decades. 


A comprehensive idea of this work is 


afforded by Cleveland Moffett in his' ar- 
ticle in JlcCluru's on "The Conquest of 
Five Groat Ills." These foes of the hu-: 
man race that have boon shorn of their 
worst terrors by the Pasteur treatment 
are hydrophobia, 
diphtheria, lockjaw, 


bubonic plague and serpent venom or 
"snake bite." 


Seventeen years ago a person inocul- 


ated with hydrophobia through a niad 
dog's bite was sure to die. Today the 
evidence of statistics shows that long 
before the thirty or sixty day of in- 
cubation have elapsed the Pasteur treat- 
ment will remove "all but one-fifth of 
one chance in a hundred," at the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris the record of treat- 
ment shows iv deuth rate of two in a 
thousand.

Marvelous results have also followed 


antitoxin inoculations for 
diphtheria. 


The statistics of mortality differ widely 
in certain cities on account of the atti- 
tude of local physicians toward tho an- 
titoxin treatment. 
In Geneva, wlicre 


there is unusual enlightenment :i3 to the 
value of antitoxin, there is a death rale 
of only two in a hundred, while in Paris 
the rate runs up to fifteen and sixteen 
in a hundred. In lockjaw the treatment 
is much the same as in hydrophobia, 
the inoculations being a sure preventive 
if administered promtly. In this dread- 
ed ailment the lockjaw 
antitoxin 
is 


inoculated directly into the brain. 


Tho proudest victory of the Pasteur' 


school, however, is that, which promises 
the conquest of Asia's bubonic plague, 
ivhich has ravaged India for generations. 
In times of great epidemics the statis- 
tics show that S5 per cent, of all who 
contracted the disease have 
perished! 


When tho plague readied Portugal in 
1SOO Dr. Calmette of the Pasteur In- 
stitute "at J.illo was able, .through the 
inoculation of antitoxin serum, to re- 
duce the mortality of those treated by 
him to less than 35 per cent. In this 
disease the antitoxin scrum must be 
introdcued directly into a vein. To Dr. 
Calrnettc also belongs tho honor of dis-. 
covering an antitoxin, which, if used in 
time, is a specific against the venom of 
snakes.

Attorney Madigiiu, of Burlington, and 
Kearney, Thompson & Meyers, of this 
City, and the other side by John B. Sim- 
mons, of this city, Charles French and 
Arthur Kayo, o£ Walworth county. Mr.

Sheriff Elstouc were also in court. 


TEXT OF WKIT AND RETURN. 
Attorney Kearney presented the pc- 


tition for the writ which cited proceed- 
ings that hud been taken in the matter 
i-n Wttlworth county. It reviewed that 
Mr. Shcvlin had been confined in Oak- 
wood sanitarium; that three citj.zens.of 
Lak.0 Geneva, Dr. Steo.ru.-i, Arthur Kayo 
and Walter jMcAIl'erty, had made appli- 
cation for the examination of the man's 
mont.nl condition; that Drs. Youngs and 
Hurltmt luul been appointed, made tho 
examination and reported Unit in their 
opinion 31 r, Shcvlin win iiisaiin; Uiat hu 
had demanded n jury trial and after-ad- 
journment a couple of times, it was fin- 
ally adjourned to Sepleiuhbcr 21. 


The return was also rcatl by Attorney 


Kiiye anil cited all ot tlie proceedings, 
with the addition that it had been stip- 
ulated that an adjoui'nmcnt of all pro- 
ceeding" should be tnkcn to-September 
21 nnd that Mr. ijhuvlin should rcmuin 
in the hands of the sheriff until thu.t 
lime.

DECIDES FOR SI1EVLIN. 


At promptly 8:30 o'clock this morn- 


ing Judge Bcldcn handed down his de- 
cision, holding that Shcvlin should bo 
discharged from custody and so ordered. 
The, decision is siiid to he one of I'he. 
most important, nuulc in the courts of 
Wisconsin in recent yours,, for it bears 
upou the right to restrain a citizen Jrom 
another state nnd hold 'him 
on the 


ground tliat he is insane.- The decision 
in part is as follows: 


Thc-.proccedings in question upon this 


hcarn" were had before the Honorable' 
Jnv l^Lyon, judge of the county • court 
of'Walworth county, under section uSa 
et. rert, R. S. 
Section 585 provides that "when a res- 


ident of this state, or any person found 
thovin whose residence has not been as- 
certained," etc. I am of the . opinion 
that in order to confer jurisdiction in 
the first instance to ascertain such pro- 
cccdiii"*, it must affirmatively 
appear 


by thc0appliciition (which should be-ver- 
ified, but is not remu'red. to be) either 
that the person charged to be insojie is 
n resident of this state, or that iie is 
found thureiu :uid that his residence has 
net been ascertained.; Neither of these 
nc L'e?-nvy allegations j arc contained in 
the application here presented. 
The ap- 


plication merely says Shevlin is "now" 
in said county ,~etc." It is true the form 
of this application is that suggested by 
the statute, and- Uiat, I have, no doubt, 
commonly used. But, notwithstanding 
all this, 1 have no doubt the form sug- 


ested by the statute and used herein 
s defective and insufficient in this re- 
spect. It is alleged by Shcvlin in his 
petition for the writ of habeas corpus 
that ho is a resident of Minneapolis; he 
so alleged before Judge Lyon upon his 
first appearance before 'him; the exam- 
ining physicians reported his' residence 
to be likewise. It was stated in the ar- 
gument here that the question of resi- 
dence is o mooted one in the case, but 
nowhere in the record do I find any dis- 
pute, 
either directly or by 
inference, 


concerning this question. The applica- 
tion is wholly silent as to residence; tlie 
return to the writ of habeas corpus does 
not deny Shevlin's claim. 
It is my opinion that Judge Lyon ac- 


quired no jurisdiction by virttie of the 
application. Of course none could 
be 


conferred by stipulation. 


It 'affirmatively appears from the rec- 


ord that the question of residence and 
jurisdiction was not argued or consider- 
ed by Judge Lyon. If the question of 
residence is disputed, then, of course, a 
future application could truthfully al- 
lege Uio residence to be unknown or that 
it 
has not been ascertained, ivnd 
the 


county judge, or other judge, to whom 
the same might 'be presented, would ac- 
quire jurisdiction. The proceedings be- 
fore Judge. Lyon, are, in my judgment, 
faulty in another respect. Section 585 
requires that the examining physicians 
shall, ''before making such examination, 
give notice," etc. It should affirmative- 
ly appeal- in the" physicians' report to 
the judge issuing the o'rdcr for examina- 
tion, thnt this requirement was complied 
with. It docs not so appear, but, only, 
that the physicians gave notice, 
not 


stating when or how.

'These in 'turn" are 
covered by willow shoots or arrow 
weed, and when these are covered with 
din the roof is considered complete. 
Tlie spaces between the studdings of 
the walls tire filled in with willow 
and arrow weed, which are kept in 
place by ei'oss poles, nailed tight in 
position.

The unscientific. mind 
is filled .with wonder as. it contemplates 
the achievements of .Pasteur and -his

five Great Ills." These foes of tlie hu- 
man race that have been shorn of their 
worst terrors by the Pasteur treatment 
are hydrophobia, diphtheria, lockjaw, 
bubo'nic plague and serpent venom or 
"snake bite."

ated with hydrophobia through a mad 
dog's bite was sure to die. Today the 
evidence of statistics shows that long 
before the thirty or sixty day of in- 
cubation have elapsed the Pasteur treat- 
ment will remove "all but one-fifth of 
one clianee in a hundred," at the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris the record of treat- 
ment shows a death rate of two in a 
thousand.

Marvelous results have also followed1 


antitoxin inoculations 
fov diphtheria. 


The statistics of mortality diiTcr widely 
in certain cities on account of the atti- 
tude of local physicians toward the an- 
titoxin treatment. 
In Geneva, where 


there is unusual enlightenment as to the 
value of antitoxin, there is a death rate 
of only two in a hundred, while in Paris 
the rate runs up to fifteen and sixteen 
in a hundred. In lockjaw the treatment 
is much the same as in hydrophobia, 
the inoculations being a sure preventive 
if administered promtly. In this dread- 
ed ailment the lockjaw antitoxin is 
inoculated directly into the brain. 


The-.proudest victory of the Pasteur 


school, however, is that which-promises 
the conquest of Asia's bubonic plague, 
which has ravaged India for generations. 
In times of great epidemics the statis- 
tics show that 85 per cent, of all who 
contracted the disease have perished'. 
When the plague reached Portugal inf 


1S09 Dr. Calmetto oj the Pasteur In- 
stitute 'at Lille was able, \ through the 
inoculation of antitoxin serum, to re- 
duce the mortality of those treated by 
him to less than 15 per cent. In this 
disease the antitoxin serum must be 
introdcued directly into a vein. To Dr. 
Calmette also belongs the honor of dis- 
covering an antitoxin, which, if used in 
time, is a specific against the venom of 
snakes.

NEW VALI ARRIVES. 


There is no question in official circles

The announcement is made of the 
arrival at Beirut of Nazim Pasha, 'the 
vali of Syria, who is expected by the 
Turkish officials to promptly restore or- 
der. That the task h difficult is shown

at Constantinople are not disquieting in 
tone. On the contrary the minister is in- 
clined to take an optimistic view of jjie 
situation so far as this country is con-' 
cerned.

ent. Thus onr secretary of the treas- 
ury is credited with having displayed a 
judicious courage, and that no previous 
secretary displayed the courage he did 
in determining the law did not prevent 
him from accepting other securities than 
national bonds for the security of gov- 
ernment deposits. Another strain is re- 
ported 
in 
the matter : of withholding 


something like $40,000,000 from 
con- 


structive deposit in the treasury, in or- 
der it may be placed if desired in deposit 
in the banks. The law permits the de- 
positing of receipts from internal reve- 
nue, .but forbids the money once receiv- 
ed in the treasury from being paid out 
again except for the dues of the govern- 
ment. A financial writer observes that 
prudence might require authority from 
congress for those things, since i't may 
be possible the country might have some 
day a secretary of the treasury not quite 
experienced, not quite so high minded 
mid not quite so strong an advocate of 
the gold standard, and perhaps one in- 
fluenced by evil counsellors, and thus be 
willing to accept worthless securities or 
securities ofvno certain solidity. There 
may not be alwa.ys sueh men as Secre- 
tary Shaw, nor may the Republican par- 
ty always be in control, and it has been 
freely admitted even with present laws 
a president and secretary of the treas- 
ury in concert, or even a president so 
disposed can practically place £he coun- 
try upon a silver standard.

FOURTH OF JUI.Y OASUAI/TIES. 
The American Medical 
Association 


Journal gives some statistics in ita last 
issue regarding the slaughter bill for the 
last'Fourth of July. The deaths from 
lock jaw up to date numbered 406, these 
•tetanic eases being caused by the ex- 
plosion of blank cartridges, and ineffic- 
ient medical treatment is blamed 
for 


many of the capes resulting fatally. 
In 


addition to these lock jaw cases there 
were sixty deaths occasioned from other 
Fourth of July 'accidents. There were 
ten who wholly lost their sight, there 
were seventy-ftve people losing the sight; 
of one eye, fifty-four lost an arm, hand 
pr foot, and there were 174 who lost one 
or more fingers. A total of other injur- 
ies are recorded of 3,670. The grand to- 
tal of injuries we're 3.993 and of killed 
406. Thus the record of 4.449 persons 
killed.and wounded far exceeds the losses 
incurred in the Spanish war from com- 
mencement 'to the date of signing of 
peace. .

FBOCEEDINGS BEFORE 


JUDGE LYON FAULTY 


Attorney Simmons Move to Call Halt 


in Case on Writ of Error Over- 


ruled—Will Go to the Su- 


preme Court. 


As- was briefly announced in the col- 


umns of the Journal last night, Charles 
Edward 
Shcvlin, wealthy 
Minneapolis 


lumber man, commenced his fight ia the 
circuit court before Judge E. B. Belden, 
for his liberty, claiming that he is il- 
legally restrained, pending examination 
into 'hs mental condition, by a jury in 
the Walworfch county court on Septem- 
ber 21. As has been previously stated 
the matter came up on a writ of habeas 
corpus, citing Deputy Sheriff William J. 
Eistrom and others, to show cause for 
.their conduit in restraining the man. 


The lumber man was represented by 


Attorney Hadignn, of Burlington, and 
Kearney, Thompson & Meyers, of this 
city, and the other side by John B. Sim- 
mons, of this city, Charles French and 
Arthur Kaye, of Walworth county. Mr. 
Shevlin, Sheriff Fladders and 
Deputy 


Sheriff Elstone were also in court. 


TEXT OF WRIT AND RETURN. 
Attorney Kearney presented the pe- 


tition for the writ which cited proceed- 
ings that liad been taken in the matter 
in Walworth county. It reviewed that 
Mr. Shevlin had been confined in Oak- 
wood sanitarium; that three citisensrof 
Lake Geneva, Dr. Steams, Arthur Kaye 
and Walter McAfferty, had made appli- 
cation for the examination of the mnn's 
mental condition; that Drs. Youngs and 
Hurlbut had been appointed, made the 
examination and reported that in their 
opinion Mr. Shevlin was insane; that ho 
hod demanded a jury.trial and after-ad- 
journment a couulc of times, it was fin- 
ally adjourned to Scptemhbcr 21. 


The return was also read by Attorney 


Kuye and cited all of the proceedings, 
witli the addition that it had been stip- 
ulated that ail adjournment of all pro- 
ceedings should be taken to-September 
2i and that Mr. Shevlin should remain 
in the hands of the sheriff until tha.t 
time. 


Attorney Kearney demurred to the 


return, holding that on the lace of it, 
that the opposition had no right to hold 
Mr. Shevlin, that the county court of 
Walworth county had no jurisdiction, 
for the reason that Mr. Shevlin was not 
a resident of the state of Wisconsin, but 
of Minneapolis, Minn.., and was illegally 
deprived of hi.=s liberty. 


Attorney Simmons contended that the 


question of residence was immaterial at 
this time, that the question is up before 
the county court of Walworth county 
and that court being an inferior court, 
with exclusive jurisdiction on this class 
of cosed, the commity of courts demand 
that the question shall be settled by 
that court. 


TJie constitutionality of the revised 


statutes in regard to such cases was at- 
tacked by Attorney Thompson. Other 
attorneys argued the case at great 
length for several hours. 


$100,000 TO GET CURED. 


Sheriff Flanders stated to a reporter 


that lie heard the brother of Mr. Shev- 
lin offer him $100,000 if he would go to 
some sanitarium and remain there until 
he was cured. He also said that Tom 
Shevlin is the brother of ihe man in 
custody and that he was present at the 
trial in the county court at Elkhorn. 
The name of the Jir-m at Minneapolis, of 
which the supposed insane man was a 
member, was The Shevlin, Carpenter Co. 
He said that 
Shevlin, before 
being 


brought to Oakwood, at Lake Geneva, 
was' confined at Danville, "Novy York, 
that he got away from that place and 
went to Buffalo, where lie was taken in. 


Judge Belden, after 
the 
arguments 


were concluded,- said he would reserve 
his decision until 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


DECIDES FOR SHEVLIN. 


At promptly 8:30 o'clock this morn- 


ing Judge Belden handed down his de- 
cision, holding that Shevlin should be 
discharged from custody and so ordered. 
Tho decision is snid to be one of the 
most important., iniulc in the courts of 
Wisconsin in recent j-oars,. for it bears' 
upon the right to restrain a citizen *rom 
another state and hold 'him on the 
ground tunt he is insane.- The decision 
in part is as follows: 
. 
. 


The > proceedings in- question upon this 


hearing were had before the Honorable' 
Jay F. Lyon, judge of the county court | 
of Walworth county, under section 6So 
et. reef, H. S. 


Section 5S5 provides that ".when pres- 


ident of this state, or any person found 
therein whose residence has not been as- 
certained," etc. I am of the , opinion 
that in order to confer jurisdiction in 
the first instance to ascertain such pro- 
ceedings, it must affirmatively 
appear 


by the application {which should be> ver- 
ified, but is not required, to be) either 
that the person charged to be insane is 
a resident of this state, or that he is 
found therein and that his residence has 
not been ascertained. Neither of these 
nrcessai-y allegations 
are contained in 


the application here presented. The ap- 
plication merely say^ Shevlin is "now" 
in said county, etc. It is true the form 
of this application is that suggested by 
the statute, and- that; I hove, no doubt, 
commonly used. - But, 
notwithstanding 


all this, I have no donbt the form sug- 
gested by the statiite and used herein 
is defective 'and insufficient ,in this re- 
spect. It is alleged by Shevlin in his 
petition for the writ of habeas corpus 
that he is a resident of Minneapolis; he 
so alleged before Judge Lyon upon his 
first appearance, Before 'him; the exam- 
ining physicians reported his' residence 
to be likewise. It was stated in the ar- 
gument here that the question of resi- 
dence is a mooted one in the cose, but 
nowhere in the record do I find any dis- 
pute, either directly or by 
inference, 


concerning this question. The applica- 
tion is wholly silent as to residence; the 
return to the writ of habeas corpus does 
not deny Shevlin's claim. 
It is niy opinion that 'Judge Xyon ac 


quired no jurisdiction by virtue of the 
application. Of course none could 
be 


conferred by stipulation. 


It affirmatively, appears from the rec- 


ord that the question of residence a/nd 
jurisdiction was not argued or consider- 
ed by Judge Lyon. If the question of 
residence is disputed, then, of course, a 
future application 
could truthfully al- 


lege tho residence to be unknown or that 
it 
has not been ascertained, and the 


county judge, or other judge, to whom 
the same might 'be presented, would ac- 
quire jurisdiction. The proceedings be- 
fore Judge Lyon, are, in my judgment, 
faulty in,another respect. Section 585 
requires that the examining physicians 
shall, "before making such examination, 
give notice," etc. s It should affirmative- 
ly appear in the1 physicians' report to 
the judge issuing the order for examina- 
tion, that this requirement was complied 
with. . It .does not so appear,, but, only, 
that the physicians gave notice; not 
stating when or how. 


No official haying to do with this class 


of cases can be held responsible for this 
defect, for the form ancfblanks were, as 
I -have been'advised heretofore, prepar- 
ed and directed.: to be used by the state 
board 
of control. Nevertheless, 
it 


should affirmatively appear by the phy- 
sicians' report that the statute has been 
exactly complied with. 


It is suggested by the learned counsel 


for 
the officer malting return to 
the 


writ, that the comity existing between 
courts of general jurisdiction, 'tfhere one 
of tliem Urns acquired prior jurisdiction, 
should prevail herein and prevent this 
court from interfering in this matter. 
"While tho principle suggested is \m- 
doubtedly right, and courts should ex- 
tend to other courts that same degree of 
courtesy 
and 
confidence which 
they 


claim for themselves, I think the rule 
docs not require application here. The 
question presented here, to a court of 
general jurisdiction, is whether a judic- 
ial officer, of limited and special jurisdie-y 
tion, acquired jurisdiction in the matter 
here in question. It is solely a question 
of jurisdiction, and the petitioner is. en- 
titled to have it passed upon speedily, 
and to have the statutes and proceed- 
ings strictly scrutinized and construed 
in his favor. 


I think Shevlin should be discharged 


from 
custody, arid the 
order of tho 


court will sustain the demurrer to the 
return to the writ and so direct.

Siievliu was a, resident of Minnesota, 
but ho offered to keep Mr. ShevJin right, 
here in Raeihe-and await the decision of 
the supreme. courts 


Mr. Simmons did not desire to agree 


to this for he held .that if the prisoner 
was released there would ,be nothing ff or 
the supremo court to decide. 


Judge Beklen retired ''to his private 


room for an hour or longer to- look up 
the 'authorities on the important ques- 
tion presented, 


In the interval Attorney Kaye, of 


Lake Geneva, undertook: to say a few 
words to Mr. Kearney in regard to the 
mutter, when Mr. Kearney said: "I 
don't recognize you .as an attorney in 
this ease, you are bue of the applicants." 


Mr. Kaye thanked Mr. • Kearney and 


that ended the tilt. 


TO GO TO SUPREME COURT. 


The motion of Mr. Simmons was over- 


ruled by the court, to which he took ex- 
ceptions, and the ca»o will now probably 


o to the supreme court on the excep- 
tions.
